contract began back in 
November 2007, Caira told the 
Crier, but was delayed when 
the group, originally repre- 
sented by the National 
Association of Government 
Employees (NAGE) peti- 
tioned to change representa- 
tion, at which time they had 
to cease all bargaining. 

This contract, much like the 
recently negotiated teachers 
contract, includes a 2.5 per- 
cent raise, which for this 
group is about a $15 - $18 


increase per week. The funds 
to cover the raise, about 
$10,000, were already appro- 
priated into the FY09 budget. 
A one-year contract is 
unusual in Wilmington, but 
with this agreement, all the 
municipal union contracts 
are brought into alignment. 
Now the two police unions, 
the firefighters union, the two 
AFSCME unions, and the 
public safety dispatchers’ 
union contracts all expire on 
June 30 of this year.

to anything but salaries and 
do not include things like 
stipends for leadership roles 
in sports and athletics. 

Joe Kleponis, President of 
the Wilmington Teachers 
Association, told the Crier 
that Wilmington teachers 
look at teacher pay in 
Tewksbury, Burlington and 
other towns and sees Dracut 
as the most comparable town. 

“Wilmington is headed 
toward the cellar of surround- 
ing communities, I think only 
Lowell will be lower than 
Wilmington in terms of 
wages,” said Kleponis. “Next 
year is the critical year.” 

Superintendent Joanne 
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Benton agreed with the omi- 
nous outlook for next year. 

“For next year the financial 
prospects are not looking 
good,” said Benton. “We are 
hoping to sit back down with 
the teachers union after town 
meeting is completed.” 

The problem stems from 
profound budget uncertain- 
ties with how stimulus funds 
will impact the town, along 
with declining revenues in 
local receipts, Chapter 70 
funds, and state and federal 
budgets. Cities and towns are 
also concerned that the cir- 
cuit breaker monies will only 
be funded at 65 percent, rep- 
resenting a 10 percent reduc- 
tion. 
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“I’m not sure where it's 
going to go, but we’re going to 
be very, very conservative,” 
said Benton. 

Benton agreed that the one- 
year contracts are an unusual 
practice for Wilmington, but 
not uncommon during diffi- 
cult financial times. 

Benton also went to pains to 
tell residents that the funds 
were already in place within 
this year’s budget to cover the 
costs of the increase. Benton 
supported the raise, pointing 
out that other neighboring 
towns have higher salaries 
and that this raise keeps the 
town more competitive. 

Looking at the proposed 
FY10 budget, Benton had to

We've 
had an incredible year.” 

“(The championships] are a 
credit to the school's student- 
athletes and coaches,” said 
Athletic Director Al 
Costabile. “Some schools are 
known for one or two sports, 
but this shows that we are a 
multi-sport school that isn’t 
focused on any one program 
and it also shows great bal- 
ance between our male and 
female sports teams.” 

Last year, Shawsheen Tech 
had plenty of hardware, win- 
ning eight vocational titles. 
This year’s total gives the 
school a two-year collection 
of 15. 

“Last year was unbeliev- 
able,” Costabile said. “And 
now we're right on par to 
maybe match that or even 
better it.” 

The carpentry shop best get 
busy making a few extra tro- 
phy cases. 

“This could be the most 
vocational technical titles 
ever awarded in the state’s 
history,” Lyons said. “I’m 
very happy for the coaches 
and our student-athletes.” 

While talent is usually the 
biggest factor in the success 
of a sports team, Lyons 
insists that other factors play 
an important role at 
Shawsheen Tech. 

“There is an attitude that 
permeates throughout the 
school,” said Lyons. “We have 
the highest average daily 


attendance rate of any school 
in the state and one of the 
highest graduation rates in 
the state. With highly-moti- 
vated teachers, it’s an atmos- 
phere that is very conducive 
to lear ning.” 

Lyons believes that happy 
students make better ath- 
letes. 

“When youngsters feel real- 
ly good about themselves and 
like being here, guess what?” 
Lyons said. “When they do 
well in their daily responsibil- 
ities [in school], they do well 
in after-school involvement. 
You have to make school seri- 
ous and fun at the same time. 
We think we're serious about 
what we do and we think the 
kids have fun.” 

The hockey team’s vocation- 
al title came at the expense of 
Diman Vocational Tech by a 
41 score. 

The Rams, who won the 
Commonwealth Athletic 
Conference championship 
and its division at the annual 
Newburyport tournament, 
had goals from Zach Oles, 
Ryan Arensbach, Cody 
Wilkins and Brett 
Frederickson. 

The skaters would later go 
on to capture the Div. 3 North 
championship and advance 
all the way to the state finals 

before losing to Shrewsbury 
at the Boston Garden. 

The wrestlers, who also won 
the CAC, dominated the voca- 
tional tournament with three 
individual champions and 13 
out of 14 grapplers finishing 
in the top four of their respec- 
tive weight classes. 

Winners included Anthony 
Pimentel at 215 pounds, Alex 
Najjar at 171 pounds and 
Calvin McMillan at 160. 
Najjar would go on to win the 
Div. 1 North and Div. 1 state 
championships, only the sev- 
enth wrestler in the history of 
the school to capture a state 
crown. 

He also finished third at the 
all-state tournament and 
advanced to the New England 
finals. 

The girls basketball team 
beat Putnam of Worcester in 
its vocational championship 
game by a 47-38 score. The 
Rams had to rally from a 30- 
22 deficit in the fourth quar- 
ter behind the hot shooting of 
Allyson Trayah (14 points), 
Caitlin Gallagher (11 points) 
and Jessica Houghton (11 
points). 

The Rams won their league, 
but lost in the first round of 
the Div. 4 North tournament. 

Costabile said that while the 
victories are nice, it’s the 
overall teamwork throughout 
the school that make him the 
happiest. 

“The support we get from 
the administration is just 
incredible,” he said. “I am 
very proud to be a part of it 
all.”

WAKEFIELD - In a few 
months, high school stu- 
dents everywhere will 
receive their year books 
filled with quotes ranging 
from the indecipherable 
(“xoxo 4 lyfe to my friendz”) 
to the mundane (“Freshmen 
year history was a blast”) to 
the outright ridiculous 
(“Partied every night and 
still graduated”). 

It’s a safe bet, though, 
very few quotes will read 
like the one written by John 
Broderick Jr. back at 
Wakefield High School in 
1965: “To be a US 
Congressman is John’s 
ambition.” 

Unfortunately, Broderick 
didn’t reach his goal. 
Instead, he had to settle for 
becoming the Chief Justice 
of the New Hampshire 
Supreme Court. Sometimes, 
life takes you on strange 
trips. 

In an interview conduct- 
ed recently, Chief Justice 
Broderick said of his trek 
from Wakefield High to the 
New Hampshire Supreme 
Court, “It wasn’t the jour- 
ney I expected.” 

Chief Justice Broderick 
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From Reading to 
Wakefield High School 
to the New Hampshire 
Supreme Court 


Chief Justice 
Broderick 


was born in Norwood, 
Massachusetts and moved 
to Walpole after his father 
became a teacher at the 
high school. He went on to 
live in Reading, on King 
Street, and attend the 
Joshua Eaton Elementary 
School on Summer Avenue, 
during grades 1-3. 

Once his father became 
a teacher in Wakefield, 
Chief Justice Broderick 
found a home. His dad 
eventually became the 
Assistant Principal at the 
high school in 1957 and 
stayed there until 1973. 

“For sixteen _years, 
Wakefield High School was 
a part of my life,” Chief 
Justice Broderick noted. He 
graduated in 1965 and left 
for Holy Cross in Worcester. 

Upon graduating Holy 
Cross, Chief Justice 
Broderick moved down the 
coast to Virginia to attend 
the University of Virginia. 
In 1972, he graduated and 
his goal was to work with 
Massachusetts Attorney 
General Robert Quinn (1969- 
1975). 

Due to budgetary prob- 
lems, he was only offered 
two-thirds of his salary. 
And due to his need for food 
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and clothing, Chief Justice 
Broderick could only stay 
for two months. 

But it was that unfortu- 
nate turn of events that led 
him to New Hampshire, 
where he interviewed with a 
law firm in Manchester. He 
got the job. 

Chief Justice Broderick 
stayed there for seventeen 
years until 1989 and became 
an active trial lawyer trying 
civil jury cases. 

“I loved trial law,” Chief 
Justice Broderick said. “I 
love trial lawyers and court- 
rooms; the courtrooms are a 
fascinating place. I love 
New Hampshire lawyers, 
because people seem to 
know each other.” 

Chief Justice Broderick 
loved it so much, he, along 
with his partner Steven 
Merill, began their own 
practice. 

Merrill was the Attorney 
General under Governor 
John H. Sununu, before he 
undertook the task of start- 
ing a law firm with Chief 
Justice Broderick. 

Ironically enough, four 
years after the law firm 
began, Merrill left to run for 
Governor. He won and in 
1995 he swore in his good 
friend and former partner 
as the 99th Justice of the 
Supreme Court. 

Becoming a Justice was- 
n't at the top of Chief 
Justice Broderick’s to-do 
list. 

“I never aspired to be a 
judge,” he said. “I love poli- 
tics and once you're a judge, 
you can’t do that any more. 

Plus, I felt that the 
judges weren’t in the action 
like a trial lawyer was. So, 
linitially dismissed the 
idea. (But), looking back, I 
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loved the job.” 

He loved the job so much, 
in 2004 he became the Chief 
Justice of the New 
Hampshire Supreme Court. 
It’s a job with a nine-year 
window, meaning Chief 
Justice Broderick could 
leave at any time. 

“I don’t know if I'll stay, 
but Ihave no plans to 
leave,” he responded when 
asked about his future. “It’s 
a lot of responsibility, but an 
enormous privilege. You're 
a Chief Justice 24/7. It's an 
amazing opportunity and 
I’m grateful to have it.” 

Transitioning from hav- 
ing a boat in the race, so to 
speak, to overseeing the 
whole event is not an easy 
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stice Broderick, along with seven, of his fellow for- 

aduates, made the trek back to Wakefield to the 
Sheraton Colonial Hotel to be inducted into the Wakefield Memorial High School 
Hall of Fame.

one. 

“I thought I would miss 
it, and I miss the lawyers 
but not the practice,” Chief 
Justice Broderick stated. 
“Now, my job is to find the 
right answer.” 

On Friday, March 6, 
Chief Justice Broderick, 
along with seven of his fel- 
low former Wakefield High 
School graduates, made the 
trek back to Wakefield to be 
inducted into the Wakefield 
Memorial High School Hall 
of Fame. 

It was a very special 
honor. Growing up in 
Wakefield, Chief Justice 
Broderick has fond memo- 
ries of the town. His par- 
ents lived there until 1973 
when they retired to the 
Cape. His wife, Patti, is 
from Greenwood. He has 
many ties to the town that 
gave him his start in the 
world. 

At the ceremony, Chief 
Justice Broderick thanked 
his former junior high 
school English teacher, 
Diane Lind, who was in 
attendance and even joked 
how he made it into the Hall 
of Fame without using 
steroids. 

His memories of 
Wakefield are of a more

vibrant town than the one 
we see today. He even 
recalls playing basketball at 
the YMCA on the night JFK 
was assassinated. 

His long-time friend, Tom 
Grilk, had the honor of 
inducting Chief Justice 
Broderick into the Hall of 
Fame. They met when the 
Chief Justice moved to 
Wakefield in the fourth 
grade and have been friends 
ever since. 

Chief Justice Broderick 
mentioned how they played 
golf together and that there 
friendship was “very spe- 
cial.” 

Coming back to 
Wakefield and being induct- 
ed by Grilk was, as Chief 
Justice Broderick put it, 
“closing the circle.” 

But now, the Chief 
Justice is a New Hampshire 
man. He recalled first mov- 
ing there and not knowing 
anyone. Now, of course, 
many people know him. 

He admitted New 
Hampshire gets a bad rap 
as a conservative state 
when he feels they are 
socially libertarian and only 
conservative fiscally (New

STONEHAM, NOT ALONE 

According to Stoneham 
Retirement Administrator 
Karen Deangelis in “The 
Stoneham Independent," 
financial reports from the 
end of November revealed 
that the pension portfolio 
has lost over 30 percent of 
its net worth since a year 
prior. 

“The investments, worth 
approximately $64 million 
last year, are now valued at 
about $44.4 million. 

“Based upon state law, 
all cities and towns are 
required to fully fund their 
retirement systems by the 
year 2028. 

“Currently, the Stoneham 
Retirement Board, which 
represents 600 active and 
retired members, plans to 
pay that unfunded liability 
by 2020. This year, approxi- 
mately $3.7 million from tax 
revenues was vested into the 
system to meet that sched- 
ule. 

"It's devastating, no 
question at all. It's happen- 
ing to everybody right now, 
whether its cities or towns 
or personal pensions, said 
Selectman Richard 
Gregorio. ‘We have a com- 
mitment to fully fund the 
system by 2020. So we have

Accountant Ron Florino,

“However, Florino admits _ 
that the large decline in 
assets could potentially 
impact Stoneham's operat- 
ing budget by increasing the 
annual contribution neces- 
sary to make up for the loss- 
es.

Everything has 
to be on the table, the 
Retirement Board Chair 
said.

Abandoned cats in our 
area need your help 


They’re out there, even if 
you don’t see them. Feral 
cats — domesticated cats 
living in the wild — are our 
unseen neighbors. 

Some of these cats have 
reproduced over a few gen- 
erations, but not many. 
They do get picked up by 
animal control. But there 
always seems tobe a new 
supply of cats, and usually 
they’re not related to the 
ones previously picked up. 

In other words, people 
are abandoning them. 

Wilmington Animal 
Control Officer Ellen 
Sawyer goes out regularly 
trying to catch these cats. 
She works along with The 
Stoneham Cat Society which 
also works in other towns. 
Recently, she has been trap- 
ping some cats that she 
calls “cliff dwellers”, living 
in rock abutments in an 
industrial area. It is heart- 
breaking, she said, to see 
their small faces peeking 
out from small crevices in 
the rocks, cold, wet fright- 
ened and hungry. 

What’s worse is when 
she's been going to see some 
particular cats for weeks, 
feeding and attempting to 
trap them, only to have 
them disappear. Cats don’t 
generally move. on. 
Something probably hap- 
pened to them. 

Cats do not fare well 
when abandoned. Lacking 
food and shelter, they must 
face weather, disease, cars, 
predatory wildlife and 
fights with other cats. 

Yet, some people feel 
that the best way to get rid 
of an unwanted cat is to take 
it somewhere and dump it. 
For people who have 
unwanted cats or kittens, 
there are alternatives. The 
Stoneham Cat ‘Society and 
the Woburn Feral Cat 
Coalition trap feral cats, 
accept unwanted cats, and 
try to find good homes for 
them. These groups consist 
of hard-working | people who
